‘anadian Liquor Law Disappointing 
We hope the advocates of the repeal of the Eighteenth 
amendment read a news story in the press Sunday from To- 


ronto, Canada. That dispatch should be of special interest to 


those who favor repeal in this country on the grounds that 


legalizing the sale of liquor will get rid of bootlegging and at! 


the same time greatly inerease government revenue. That was 
what Canadian hoped would be the result when they put 
through their ‘liquor control’? law, but, says the Canadian 
news dispatch ‘‘Canada is bewailing and deploring its legal- 
liquor law, which has acutely disappointed even its most ardent 
advocates.’ 

The dispatch further states that at present legal liquor in 
Canada is facing such keen opposition from bootleggers that a 
20 per cent reduction in the excise tax is anticipated in the 
next budget for the purpose of producing more government 
revenue. Thus it is shown that in Canada, where liquor is 
legalized and a tax placed on it the law breakers are making 
hootch and bootlegging it in order to keep from paying the 
tax. The same result will obtain in the United States if the 
Highteenth amendment is repealed—there will be hbootleggers 
and poison liquor just as there is at the present time. 

During the past ten vears Canada has been progressively 
redueing restrictions on the sale of liquor with but one an- 
nounced object in mind—to end the bootleg evil; but last week 
the largest illegal still ever found in the provinee of Ontario 
was raided. Within the past six months the whole illegal dis- 
tilling problem in Canada has been turned over to the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police in a desperate effort to wipe it out. 

Quoting further from this Canadian news dispatch we 
learn 

‘dt is true that the American tourist traffic, althongh hit 
by the depression, is still over the 1926 figure, the last full year 
of prohtbition in Ontario. For the whole of the Dominion, the 
American tourist business reached a peak of $800,000,000, of 
which Ontario received by far the largest share. All moderate 
opinion credits the liquor law with this success. 


‘However, the other successes of the ‘advanced temperance 
legislation are quite debatable. Figures of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statisties show for the Province of Ontario an 51 
per cent increase in commitments for murder since 19263 an 
increase of 48 per cent in commitments for manslaughter; a 
62 per cent increase in assault cases and 200 per cent in viola- 
tions of the new liquor laws syhich were guaranteed by their
